 "NEW SECTION.   Sec. 12.  A new section is added to chapter 28B.10 

RCW to read as follows: 

 (1) In consultation with the public institutions o f higher 

education, the higher education coordinating board shall select a 

single rising juniors test to be used by all of the  institutions of 

higher education.  The first rising juniors test sh all be administered 

in the winter of 2013.  Thereafter, the rising juni ors test shall be 

administered several times each year. 

 (2) All students pursuing a baccalaureate degree a t any 

institution of higher education must take the risin g juniors test.  A 

student must have at least sixty and should have no  more than ninety 

quarter credits, or the equivalent semester credits , at the time of 

testing. 

 (3) Students with ninety or more quarter credits, or the 

equivalent semester credits, who have not tested at  the time of course 

registration, may not enroll in upper division cour sework.  Rising 

juniors test results may not prevent a student from  taking upper 

division coursework. 

 (4) Students scoring in the top quintile of the ri sing juniors 

test must receive first preference for placement in  upper division 

coursework and for the advanced higher education lo an program." 

 

 Renumber the remaining sections consecutively and correct any 

internal references accordingly. 
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 EFFECT:   Requires the HECB, in consultation with the publ ic 
institutions of higher education, to select a singl e rising juniors 
proficiency examination to be administered by all o f the 
institutions.  Requires all students pursuing a bac helor's degree 
and having at least 60, and no more than 90, quarte r credits to take 
the exam. Provides that test results may not preven t a student from 
taking upper division course work but that failure to take the test 
at all will prevent registration for upper division  course work.
